Rome, Sept. 29. On Monday laft, the Pope 
held a private Confiftory, in which he propos’d 
the taking our of the Caftle of St. Angelo 
50coo0 Crowns of the 3 Millions,which Sixtus V de- 
poficed there, not to be rouch'd but upon the moft 
urgent Neceffity. Some Cardinals oppos’d it at 
firft, alledging that the War in which the Pope was 
imbarking might be avoided ; but Cardinal Mare- 
fcotti reprefenting the contrary, they a!! yielded to it; 
and a Decree wes Sign’d by the Pope and the Cardi- 
nals, importing that the faid Sum fhould be appro- 
priated to the extraordinary Expences of the militery 
Preparations for the defence of the Ecclefiaftical 
State. ’Tis faid that of the faid 3 Millions laid up 
in the Cafile of St. Angelo, not above half is left ; 
the other belf kaving been formerly expended by 
the Popes Gregory XIV, Clement VIII, Paul V, 
and Urban VII. Major-General Orran is raifing 
here Regiments of Cuirsffiers, and Major-Ge- 
neral Ralbiani one of Dragoons; but difficult 
t0 fied Horfes for them, There are at prefent here 
Jooo Foor and Horfe, 2000 on the Frontier of the 
Ningdom of Naples, 4000 at Faenza, and 2000 in 
Fort Urbano: Which in all make 25000 Men. The 
Marfhal de Theffeis daily expected here; and the 
Cardinal de ta Trimouiile bas already cavs'd Apart- 
menis in his own Palace to be fitred up for bim. ’Tis 
fsid he comes to offer to the Pope on the Part of the 
King of France, to fend and maintain in Taly 20000 
Pen, as long asthe War between his Holinefs and 
the Empcrour fhail 

Bologna, OGob. 2. The Secretary of our Regen-
